“ We hope to m ake it into a 
m agnificent park,” he declared. 
A fter the m eeting he said that, 
although a m aster plan has not 
yet been drawn up, the park 
could include a m an-m ade lake 
in the area of the N esham iny 
Creek, a golf course, picnic fa­ 
cilities, and wooded and nature 
parcels. He expressed optimism 
that the legislature would pass 
the enabling act this year. 


“ The people voted for Project 
70 because they w anted it, and 
now that we have it we are just 
waiting for the enabling act so 
that we can im plem ent the pro­ 
gra m s,” Goddard concluded.

feasible to have a com m unity 
college on the land as well as 
a park. Two hundred acres of 
the estate had been previously 
turned over to Tem ple Univer­ 
sity, and is now under study as 
a possible site for such a col­ 
lege. 


Project 70 is the sta te’s pro­ 
gram to acquire open land and 
wooded areas in the vicinity of 
larger cities and developed com ­ 
m unities.
